LEXINGTON AND UTICA ROAD.
We clip the following news. In regard

to the projected railroad route, Iroin ihe
Chillicothe Tribune:

"We are authorize to say that the iron
for the Lexington and Utica railroad
track Is ready, and will be laid as rapidly
as the grading and tieing along the line is
completed from east to west; also that the
work ot grading will be commenced as
soon as spring opens, and ill be pushed
with all the energy mid vigor possible. It
is expected that the road will reach this
point sometime next fall, ami perhaps
before that time, as the Pennsylvania
Central Railroad Company, is anxious to
meet its Kansas city connection at as
early a day as practicable.

The advantages of the Lexington &
Ltica railroad to tins place, and indeed to
the whole region of country it will traverse
cannot easily he overesi imated. it must
be remembered that this is a part of the
vast net-wo- rk of railroad connections
under the management of that gigantic
Kaiiroati t.oinpany, wnose lines now run
ning and protected will embrace connec
ions with Boston, .New l ork, Baltimore

and Philadelphia in the Last, and Chicago,
Keokuk. .Nebraska City, tort Kearney,
Kansas City and tort Scott in the West
bus lorming the most direct line in inter- - j

ourse between the Midland (or Nebraska) j

Pacific. and the Central (or Kansas) Pacilic
Railroads of the West, and the great com-
mercial cities of the East. Such a road or
system of roads under the energetic man
agement ot the company winch now
controls it, must of necessity be an Impor
tant national tnorouglitare, and all places
ilong any ot its lines, must inevitably be
advantaged by such favorable location.

Ihe road is already completed from
Keokuk to Lancaster, in Schuyler county.
which is about half way to Chillicothe.
Only about seventy miles remain to be
made; and tuis, as we have already said,
will be made bv next fall or perhaps
earlier.

We do not think that our local interests are
out of the woods yet in this business. Fort
Scott is looking to the llutler connection as
much as Nevadii. On one ground we have some
fears of a greater delay in obtaining our Butler
connection than is generally anticipated. It is
wen known mat Joy, wlio&e road along the
border now halts at Baxter .springs, is moving
actively lor its extension south beyond
point. The Indians bow seem willing to admit
the loy road into Ihcr country, anil it is not
unlikely that lermtsston will be given thiB winter
for its entrance. It wilt then be rapidly extended
to Fort femiiti. The I.. L. A (i. Company,
seeking a connection with a line to the Arkan
sas river and Texas, will have but thirty-eig-

miles to bo ilil from Butter to Fort Scott to tap
both the Joy and M. K. & T. roads. If Joy
builds his road to Ft. snitih, our chances lor a
rival line through Nevada and the counties
below us to the Arkansas line. M ill not be so

ood as at present. Two rival roads could
hardly do a paying business so near together.
We hope that all our prominent luen can do to
urge the L. and G. Company to active exer-
tions for quickly building the road to this point,
will be done, it is tor the interest of Nevada
that Joy should fail in bis plans, and we sin-
cerely nope he may nor succeed. In the event
of the failure ol bis attempt to pass through the
Indian country, the road from Butier to Fort
Smith will probably take its line through Neva-
da. Whoever has the Nevada interests in
charge should be very wi le awake. Nevada
City, Mo., Times, Dec. sWnd.
